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I. Previous Office Action 

1. Applicant's second submission after final filed on 4/12/06 has been entered. 

2. Upon further search and/or consideration, new grounds for rejection of claims previously 

indicated as allowable are set forth herein. Accordingly, this action is made non-final. 

II. Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation from the relevant paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

(2) The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

1. Claims 9-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter.which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

1.1. Claim 9 recites the limitation "the stop members" in line 1. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim since antecedent basis is provided 
only for "a stop member". 

III. Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for 
the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of 
application for patent in the United States. 

1. Claim(s) 2, and 5-12 is/are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by NEILON 
(US 3,795,326 A). 
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1.1. With respect to claim 2, NEILON discloses at least one arm (122) coupled to a body 
(34), the body coupled to the tubular transport tool (10), the arm movable in two or 
more planes (via 123/38), the body movably coupled to the tubular transport tool (at 
136), the tubular (24) retained between the body (34) and at least one arm (122), the 
arm actuatable to limit movement of the tubular (Fig. 3). 

1.2. With respect to claim 5, NEILON additionally discloses the arm (122) having a stop 
member (126). 

1.3. With respect to claim 6-10, NEILON additionally discloses two arms (122)/(1 16) 
provided to control movement of the tubular (24) actuatable between an open and 
closed position (Fig. 3), each arm having a stop member (126)/(1 18) adapted to retain 
the tubular (24) between the two arms (122)/(116) when the arms are in a closed 
position. 

1.4. With respect to claims 11-12, NEILON additionally discloses the two arms 
actuatable between a raised and lowered position (via 38 or 88/90), the two arms 
adapted to control the movement of the tubular (24) when the arms are in the raised 
position.
